the present day? Because New 
Yorkers who have urandchildi en 
do I'lit !iv<^ and dre.ss and divert 
thi'inseives exactly as did tliQ eUl- 
erlv people in rural districts fifty 
years ago, is it to he concluded 
tliui tliiw ar(> deficient in all the 
joys and graces 

Grandparents Hftv years ago 
faced a bloody war growing out of 
slavtM v. Their kiiowledjre of sani- 
tation v.-as so iimiteil liiat they as- 
cribed to mysterious Providence 
deaths that are now known to be 
itio\ ontal)le. Most of their lives 
th(\v hail seen all ai)out them the 
keenest suffer inur that is now re- 
lieved by anaesthetics. They knew 
notliiiiLr of antiseptic surjfery. 
Tne.v witnesseil shockinsr oppres- 
sions of women and children. 
They lived at a time when genius 
was thought to manifest itself in a 
love for stronjr drink and when 
nearly evory family had its di unk- 
ard. They did not know the true 
meaning of free labor. They weie 
familiar in most small neiyhlior- 
hoods wilh the insaue or idiotic 
who were confined in outhouses or 
permitted to roam the highways. 
Tlieir few newspapers were vitui)- 
erative and their pulpits were full 
of denominational rancor. Man,\ 
of the richest of them lived in 
houses poorly heal<'d ;uid ill-vfii- 
liluled. Hooks were scarce, and 
elevating amusements outside of 
the larger towns were almost un- 
known. 

There was a dillVrence then as 
there is to-Jay between the grand- 
parents who lived in the cities and 
those who lived in the country,

There 
was contentment then among those 
who were satisfied with things as 
they were, but the better times 
that we now >oe were hastened liy 
lltousands who happily were not 

t-ontent, We have in this ^rn 

many whose lives are artificial, 
VLdirar, dissipated and sordid, but 
the older civilization bred them 
too, and it honored them as a rulQ 
rather more than we do.

"We have talked to several far- 
mers in the last week about the 
road tux, and not one have we 
found agahist it. All . of them 
were for keeping it on from year 
t ) vear till we get good roads all 
over the county. A prominent 
farmer who lives twelve miles 
from town says he could make the 
trip to towD in an hour le.ss time 
if he had good rouds than he does 
now. 

"Another .says: The difference 
in horseshoeing bills on good and 
bad roads would pay most people^s 
road tax.** 

''Another, w.ho lives about four> 
teen miles out, says he can only 
haul altoul one-third as much now 
as he can in the fall when the 
roads are in good shape; that there 
ute lots of j)laces where an empty 
wagon makes a good load for two 
horses.

Kentucky are beginning to count 
the cost of bad roads is a might> 
good sign that they will not much 
longer refuse io pay the price nec- 
essary to get good roads.

'HuM-o beiiiy: nobu.vor tor the wood 
in the count.v, inan.v growers are 
having it prized here a ml sliii)i)<M| 
to Louisville breaks, but the to- 
bacco that i-; sollinjr is not brintr- 
inir Hiiv nioiK'.v into the section. 
Good lopanls are iiard to K^^t, and 
are scarce evon when the.v are 
offered a yvx-d iliinjr. 

Tlie lol)acfo >iluali()ii i.s Itad 
from a l)usitie.ss standpoint, and 
the tenant, who has to support 
himself, is innn\i to have n liard 
row. Morciiaiits in the city and 
county, who iiave bt^en carryin»i 
tenants throughout the year, and 
■some of them two and three years, 
have «i:otten tired of that wwy of 
doing business, and say that they 
will not carry any tobacco tenants 
this year unless tliey are alisoiiitely 
secured l)y the landlord. This is 
goin;{ to work a haidship on soino 
tenants who have always been 
carried at the stores. 

UIC INCKKASB IN OORN CBOP 

TliDusiiiids of acres of coin will 
be planted, probablv one-third in- 
crease in the county, while luanv 
oats, barley, millett and other feed 
sttifT will l)e ( uhivated, an<l more 
farinerH will handle stock than 
have done so for years, many get- 
ling ready to vo into the hog busi- 
ness, which lias gotten to be a l)i>j 
nioiiey-iiialier in this .section ot llie 
country. ITicie has been a scarc- 
xijf of hogs in Montgomery county 
for a .year or two, but a ilrivc in 
the c(uinl' v now seems to show 
thai there 11 bL> an abundance of 
them on 1 irket this .year. 

Sheep a i iambs are dointj- line, 
and farine -• aic havini;- l)etti'r luck 
this year liian usual. iOwescame 
out of the winter in fine shape and 
(ondiiioii, and are Ininbinir fast 
mid well, very few having! lost 
their younvr, while twins and trip- 
lets are very common to be seen in 
the lields. The laiubs look healthy 
and are ^rowinti witli rapid- 
ity. Flocks have been secure, and 
there has been very little damaue 
done b.y do^fs, while most of the 
sheep are frci^ I'loin dise;i'-e. 

Cattle are in line shape, but from 
present indications on the luai kei 
It does not look ver.y encouraging 
to the liaridlei ^ of export cattle a> 
in ntost iiiNlaiices the faiiutM 
botfuhl ihein at two \n^\\ a prici 
to make money on, while yearlings 
have been sellin;; at almost any 
price asked fjr them, llay, corn, 
oats and straw have i>one down 
some in price, as have butter and 
ejrjTs. although yood butter is very 
hard to tind tor sale. 

Clay lloskins. of Clark county, 
has rented the Grigsby farm on 
Ivulbegrud, this county, for the 
eusuint? year, and has moveil 
The farm contains o4U acres and 
was rented for $2,400, Hoskins bt 
ing given the right to ffi-ow fifteen 
acres of tobacco, twenty-five acies 
in corn and the rest in grass. 
Richard Thomas, of Bath county, 
has rented from Richard F. .Mt)orc 
for tiie coniiny year and will culti- 
vate ten acres of tobacco and lot 
of corn on the shares. 

Grand Anderson aiftl family and 
Georye W. Tceoardeii have rented 
a larj;e farm near Ivutlilon, Madi- 
son county, and have moved to it, 
while Frank Daniels has rented a 
farm in r.ayeue cuiini.> and has 
moved tliere and will crop this 
year.
